The  problem  of  Berlin  will  still  be  highly  topical  several  weeks,  even  months, 
fron  now  —  so  we  suggest  listening  to  the  speech  by  Dr.  Fred  Warner  Neal  on 
August  22  and  a  debate  between  Dr.  Neal  and  Dr  R.  N.  Rosecrance  on  Thursday, 
August  24.  The  debate  it  titled  "Berlin  crisis  —  How  Serious?"  and  is  refereed  by 
Brian  Roper.
